A meeting of the Democracy r of 
the count}' of Harrison, was held at 
tlie Court-house in Oynthiana, on 
Monday, February 10, 18G8. 

On motion ol I. T. Martin, Esq., 
Gen. L. Desha was called to the chair 
and T. A. Frazer appointed Secretary. 

I. T. Martin stated that an impres- i 
sion had gone abroad, which he 
thought did injustice to the Democ- 
racy of the county, that they were 
opposed to Gov. Stevenson. He 
therefore offered the following reso- ! 
lutior, which was unanimously .adop- 
ted: 

Resolved, That we cordially in- 
dorse the administration of the lion.' 
J. W. Stevenson, our acting Gover- , 
nor, and w r e cheerfully reccommend 
him to the convention to be held in ; 
Frankfort on the 22d of February, as j 
the choice of the Democracy ot Har- 
rison as our candidate for Governor at 
the August election. 

On motion oi lion. A. II. Ward, a 
committee war appointed by the chair 
composed ol the following gentlemen: 
A. II. Ward, J. S. Boyd,D. Ra} raond, 
J. Blair, W. G. Vanderen, N. 8. Fat- 
terson, 1. T. Martin, M. D. Martin and 
II. C. Ogle, to prepare resolutions ex- 
pressive of the views of the meeting, 
and also to select delegates to attend 
the State Convention to be held in 
Frankfort on the 22d inst. 

The committee then retired, and 
during their absence, A. J. Morey? 
Esq., moved to reconsidered the vote 
by which this meeting indorsed the 
administration of Gov. Stevenson, and 
recommended him as the choice of 
the Democracy of this county for the 
office of Uoverner. The motion was 
rejected. 

The meeting was then addressed 
by C. W. West, Esq., in a brief, but 
earnest and eloquent speech. After 
which Hon. A. H. Ward, from the 
committee on resolutions, reported 
tho following.

Resolved, The right of each State 
to regulate its own internal affairs, en- 
franchise its own citizens and select 
its own agents and law makers, is | 
held by us as sacred as the Constitu- ; 
tion and as indestructible as the Gov- i 
ernment itself. i 

Resolved, 'That the “reconstruction 
acts,” other kindred measures, pass- | 
ed by the party having control of the ! 
General Government deserve the con- j 
deinnation of every friend to civil ! 
liberty, for the following among the 
reasons: 

1st, They are revolutionary in char- 
adter, passed by a radical majority in 
Congress, for partizan purposes, and 
to gratify fanatical hale. 

2d, They are not only enacted with- 
out constitutional warrant, but in ut- 
ter disregard of all of the reserved 
rights of the States. 

3d, Their eflect has been, and will 
be, to demoralize labor, to paralize 
enterprize and cripple the commerce i 
ol the Union hy a diminution ot its 
great staples to such an extent as to 
make the burdens of taxation intoler- 
able and bankruptcy almost certain. 

4th, Because they disfranchise 
white intelligence and worth and en- 
franchise black ignorance and vice. 

5th, Because they, at the expense 
of untold millions of Treasure force 
upon the American people, the expe- 
riment of holding millions of white 
American citizens in bondage and 
making ignorant negroes their politi- 
cal masters. 

Resolved, That the wounds of the 
late unhappy war cannot be healed 
by irritation or vindicative legislation, 
but can only be cured by God’s law 
of kindness. We therefore invoke 
and invite all of the influences of 
patriotic civilization and Christianity 
to be brought to bear upon the Fres- 
identof the United States, to induce 
him to issue a proclamation of uni- 
versal amnesty immediately. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of 
this meeting, the success of the Dem- 
ocratic party is the patriots only hope 
for relief from the misrule ot Radi- 
cal fanaticism, and for the restoration | 
ot the great principles of constitu- 
tional liberty, and to that end we the 
friends and advocates ot the people’s 
rights against the aggressions of cor- 
rupt rulers, pledge ourselves to co- 
operate, heart, and soul, with the 
friends of civil liberty. North and 
South, East and West, in the great 
battle of independence, which must 
be fought at the ballot-box by the in- 
telligent freemen ol America within 
the present year.
